Butler declares he knows who shot 
him, but he will not tell the police. One 
of the most prominent business men in 
this city is mentioned in connection 
with the affair.

Butler says he purchased his ticket at 
the Cotton Belt depot early Monday 
evening, and, the crossing ®eing near 
his home, he went there shortly after 
midnight to board the train, where it 
usually stops. Soon after he arrived, 
Butler says he saw two men waiking 
toward him from a dark spot. When 
they came up to him he said he spoke 
to them, being :- intimately acquainted 
with both of them. 


Pistol Potnted at Herrt. 


One of the men came  ~nearer 
asked him for a match, Butler says, 
and when he reached into his vest 
pocket for the match, the other man 
came up, quickly placed a pistol to his 
breast and fired. Seeing the weapon, 
Butler threw up his hands, and the 
bullet entered the right breast and 
passed through his shoulder, shattering }, 
the collar bone and shoulder. 

Butler says the weapon was pointed 
directly at his heart, and that he had 
not hit the weapon he would have been 
instantly killed. Butler fell and both 
men disappeared in the darkness. Stag- 
gering and weak from doss of blood, 
Butler succeeded in reaching the power- 
house of the Citizens’ Light and Tran- 
sit Co... He could not get into the build- 
ing owing to a small fence which sur- 
rounded the place. He cried pitifully for 
assistance, but the roar of machinery 
within drowned his cries. :

SUPREME COURT AFFIRMS 
TICKET BROKER'S SENTENCE 


Edward J.‘Gildersleeve, the St. Louis 
ticket broker, convicted of contempt in 
1944 in violating &n injunction of the 
St. Louis Circuit Court not to sell or 
deal in excursion tickets issued by the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Or the Chicago & Alton Railroad, finds 
the verdict of the trial court affirmed 
by the Supreme Court sitting in banc 
at Jefferson City.

Dr. William Jones Was Pre- 
paring to Leave Interior 
of Philippines. 





MANILA, April 13.—The party recently 
sent out by the Government to investi- 
gate the circumstances connected with 
the murder by Ilongote tribesmen of 
Dr. William Jones, a noted anthropolo- 
gist, connected with the Columbian Mu- 
seum in Chicago, has recovered the val- 


vable collection made by the scientist 


during his two years’ stay among the 
wild men .of the interior. The speci- 
mens will be sent at once to the insti- 
tution in Chicago. 
Members of the: party learned addi- 
tional details of the tragic death of Mr. 
Jones. It «appears that he had been 
warned that the trouble was in store 
for him and had started to leave the 
country, where he had been studying the 
natives at close range. 
He returned to the headwaters of the 
Cagayan River to get boats in which to 
carry his colléction Gown the river and 
unwittingly crossed the dead line that 
nad been established by hostile Den- 
gotes.

He was met by a party of warrioys 
who offered him a fish as a token of 
defiance in accordance, with the tribal 
custom.

The notes were 
given by the cattle firm of Casey & 
Towers to George Y. Salmon, and by 
him were indorsed to the Third Na- 
tional Bank in St. Louis. 

This was in 1963, and that bank held 
the notes until April of the follow- 
ing year, when they were sent to 
Clinton. Thomas M. Casey, manager 
of the Salmon & Salmon Bank, was 
induced to take up these notes and 
give in their stead notes signed Sal- 
mon & Salmon by G. Y. Salmon. 

After the Salmon & Salmon estate 
went into bankruptcy the trustee in 
bankruptcy brought suit against the 
Third National Bank for the notes, 
alleging that there was no authority 
on the part of G. Y. Salmon to bind 
the firm of Salmon & Salmon, 

The lower court sustained a demur- 
rer to the plaintiff's petition, and the 
plaintiff appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which sitting in banc, reverses 
and remands the case. The opinion 
was written by Judge Graves.

The reindictment of H. Clay Plerce, 
the multi-millionaire chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Co., on charges both of false gwear- 
ing and perjury, is understood here to 
mean that the prosecuting authorities 
of Texas are making every possible ef- 
fort to strengthen their case against 
him as the time for trial draws near. 

Pierce’s attorneys, in their fight to 
prevent his extradition, attacked the 
validity of the Texas indictment which 
originally charged false swearing in 
connection with an affidavit Pierce 
made May 31, 1900, when his company 
was readmitted to Texas after being 
ousted for violation of the anti-trust 
laws. Pierce made an oath that the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co., of which he was 
then president, was not in any way con. 
nected with a trust. It was subsequent- 
ly shown that the Standard Of] Co., of 
New versey owned a majority of its 
stock. 

It was charged by Pierce’s attorneys 
that the indictment against Pierce was 
returned without any witnesses having 
been before the grand jury, and that it 
was defective in many other respects. 
The new indictment, it is said, is aimed 
to cover the defects pointed out by 
Pierce’s counsel in their argument to 
prevent his extradition. 

Decides to Pay Big Fine. 

False swearing, under the Texas stat- 
utes is not as serious a crime as per- 
jury, but both carry penitentiary sen- 
tences. 

Under the Texas statutes perjury is a 
falsc statement, either written or verbal, 
deliberately and willfully made under 
the sanction of an oath where an oath 
is required by law. The punishment 
is a penitentiary sentence of not more 
than ten years nor less than two years. 

Any person who shall déliberately and 
willfully, under oath or affirmation 
legally administered, make a false State- 
ment by voluntary declaration or affi- 
davits, which is not required by law, 
ig guilty, under the Texas statutes, of 
false swearing. The punishment is a 
penitentiary sentence or not more than 
five year nor less than two years. 

The Texas statute requiring foreign 
corporations to make affidavits such as 
Pierce made when applying for re-ad- 
mission to the State, has been held to 
be unconstitutional by the Federai 
courts. The Texas courts originally up- 
held its constitutionality, but later ac- 
cepted the ruling of the Federal courts. 


Two Chances for Trial. 


Lawyers who are familiar with the 
case say that if the Texas courts ad- 
here to their original ruling Pierce can 
be tried for perjury, but if they follow 
the decision of the Federal courts he 
can be tried for false swearing only. 
As the new indictment covers both 
charges, the Texas authorities have 
taken the precaution to prepare for 
either contingency. 

Attorneys for Pierce, in their later 
arguments before the Supreme Court of 
the United Stes, specified In detail in 
their briefs the alleged defects in the 
original indictment, and although attor- 
neys here, who participated in the case 
in behalf of the State of Texas, be- 
lieve the new indictment was drawn to 
cover all the objections raised to the 
first, Pierce is held on the original in- 
dictment, which has not been dismissed, 
When he goes to Texas the prosecuting 
authorities can try him on either indict- 
ment they choose. 

Although Pierce is still determined to 
fight the criminal charges, the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co. has determined on a com- 
plete surrender to the decrees of the 
Supreme Court of Texas, imposing upon 
it a fine of $1,690,000. The offense 
charged is violation of the Texas anti- 
trust law. 

Payment of the fine is necessary to 
avoid confiscation by the State of Texas, 
and, according to Judge Priest, the 
company’s property in_ _that tSate ig 
worth far more than t 4 amount of the 
fine. The company’s/large trade with 
Mexico also depends largely on its right 
to carry on business in Texas.

HOSPITAL AND IMMIGRATION ~ 
MEN DISPUTE OVER BODY 


Insane Woman Who Died at City 
Institution Was Under Order 


of Deportation. 

City Hospital authorities and United 
States immigration officials are in dis- 
pute over the disposition of the body 
and effects of Mrs. Rosa Tiojano, lately 
of Palermo, Sicily, who died Monday 
at the hospital. Her effects include, in 
addition to six large cotton bags full 
of clothing, two big cheeses—perhaps 
more, as all the bags have not been 
explored thoroughly.

Mrs, Tiojano had no money. She had 
a ticket to Hartshorne, Ok., and a tag 
explaining that she Was going to join 
her son, Antonio Tiojano, at that place. 
Aptonio apparently has left Hartshorne. 
He cannot be found there. He was 
notified of his mother’s arrival and ill- 
ness nearly ten days ago, but did not 
respond. A telegram informing him of 
her death remains unanswered.

HEARST MEN DISCHARGED IN 
ROCKEFELLER LIBEL ACTION 


Carvalho, Merrill and Clark Not 
Proved Responsible for “Peon- 


age’’ Article. 
NEW YORK, April 13.—The writ of 


habeas corpus, issued in behalf of S. 
S. Carvalho, Bradford Merrill and Ed- 
ward H. Clark, officers of the Star 
company, publishers of the New York 
American and Evening Journal, in the 
action brought agaimét them for crimi- 
nal libel on complaint of John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr.. was upheld by Justice Gerard 
in the Supreme Court today, and the 
defendants ordered discharged. 

Mr. Rockefeller had complained of 
the publication in the New York Ameri- 
can of Dec. 17, 1908, of an article wrong- 
ly accusing him of having originated a 
peonage system to which the employes 
of a certain breakfast food company in 
Illinois were alleged to have been sub- 
jected. 

In his opinion Justice Gerard charac- 
terizes the article as a gross and vicious 
libel, the writers and publishers of 
which should be brought to trial, but 
finds that no evidence exists to show 
that Messrs. Carvalho, Merrill and 
Clarke had anything whatever to do 
with its writing or publication.

Sinc>: then two children have 
been discharged cured. Two sisters, Dol- 
lie and Helen Smith of 1002 North 
Twentieth street, 3 and 2 years old, who 
were received at the Hospital March 20, 
are recovering rapidly under the treat- 
ment.

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LICENSE REFUSED TO SALOON 
NEAR A PAROCHIAL SCHOOL 


Applicant Had Majority of Signers 
in Block at Page Avenue and 
Sarah Street. 


After refusing to grant to Adolph 
Menzel a license to open a saloon at 
Page avenue and Sarah street, Tuesday, 
Excise Commissioner Caulfield said: 

“It would be well for the breweries to 
keep their saloons away from churches, 
schools and residence districts where 
it is plain that they are not wanted.” 

Father O. J. McDonald, pastor of St. 
Ann’s Church, ied the fight to prevent 
Menzel from obtaining a license because 
the proposed saloon would be within 
half a -block of St. Ann's Parochial 

School. 

It has been a long and hard-fought 
battle. Menzel twice attempted to ob- 
tain a license from Commissioner Mul- 
vihill, and he renewed ‘his application 
when Caulfield took the office. 

In each case he nad the signatures 
o* a majority of the property owners in 
the block, and each time this was met 
by a remonstrance signed by all the 
others. 

“T have discretionary powers as to 
cranting licenses, even when there is a 
majority petition,’’ said Commissioner 
Caulfield. ‘‘In this case I believe the 
cpposition is well-grounded. Neither 
Menzel nor anyone else can get a li- 
cense to run a saloon near that paroch- 
ial school.” 


JESUITS RELINQUISH CONTROL 
OF ST. LOUIS UNIVERSITY 


After having been under the control of 
the Society of Jesus for 9 years St. 
Louls University has been transferred 
to the directory of an advisory board 
composed mostly of laymen. Father 
Jot.mn P, Frieden, S. J., president of the 
university, and Archbishop John J. 
Glennon are the onty clergymen on the 
board. Several of its members are not 
Catholics. This is the first move of the 
sort in the history of Jesuit education 
in the United States.

AN ASTONISHING SITUATION. 

Th Post-Dispatch’s poll of the State Legisla- 
ture brought out astonishing facts. Of 175 mem- 
bers 105 openly say they are opposed to prohi- 
bition. Only 29 publicly admit that they favor 
prohibition. In the Senate list one member said 
he was a prohibitionist. Yet rearly two-thirds 
of the total membership favor the submission of 
the prohibition amendment. 

This favorable attitude towards submission by 
legislators who oppose prohibition is the more 
astonishing in view of the evidence that a ma- 
jority of the people of the State are not demand- 
ing prohibition, and will not support the amend- 
ment, if submitted. Some of the leading prohi- 
bitionists predict its defeat in the State, giving as 
reasons therefore: 

1. That the temperance forces are cCivided on 
the. wisdom of prohibition, while the anti-pro- 
hibition forces are united. 

2._The loss of State revenues for which no pro 
vision is offered, and the consequent increase of 
the treasury deficit. 

3. The destruction of industries in which capi- 
tal to the amount of $100,0CV,000 is invested and 
upon which hundreds of thousands of citizens de- 
pend for employment and the means of living. 

4. The popular satisfaction throughout the 
State with the local option laws. 

All of these grounds for the belief that prohi- 
bition would be defeated in a state-wide vote em- 
body convincing arguments against it. 

The statement that the temperance advocates 
who are expected to support prohibition are di- 
vided in opinion as to its wisdom and practica- 
bility, some favoring local option and stringent 
regulation, constitutes the strongest possible 
ground of opposition to . bmission on the part 
of anti-prohibition. legislators. 

The excellent working of existing laws, the dis- 
astrous loss of industries and of revenues are un- 
answerable arguments against prohibition itself. 
When we add to them the ineffectiveness of pro- 
hibition and its demoralizing effect upon charac- 
ter,.the case is complete. 

It is the duty of public men to oppose wrong 
at every point. It is cowardly to yield to unwise 
clamor. The people have a right to expect cf 
their representatives in the General Assembly that 
they stand for their convictions, that they shall 
not approve or give the appearance of approval 
to foolish and disastrous policies. They have a 
right to expect that legislators will not help along 
by their votes a proposal which they themselves 
believe would work irreparable injury to the com- 
monwealth. ‘ 

There ought not to be any hesitation on the 
part of St. Louis business men in showing the 
Legislature the appalling damage prohibition 
would inflict upon the metropolis of the State. 
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Such increases as have been made, says Senator 
Aldrich, have been largely rendered necessary. to 
preserve the symmetry of the schedules. How 
childish and amateurish the Lower House is, after 
all! 








THE PENNIES OF THE POOR. 

After all, James A, Patten’s winnings do not 
come out of the pockets of his fellow gamblers. 
The humble consumer, as usual, is to pay the 
freight. An advance of 1 cent a loaf in the price 
of bread has been announced by Chicago bakers. 
An advance in the price of wheat caused by the pit 
strategy of a gambler-is the same in effect as if 
caused by a crop shortage, except the wheat grow- 
er is not the recipient of the profit. 

It seems that Mr. Patten, a far-sighted, long- 
headed, keen-witted man, perfectly familiar with 
all.the wiles of the trader, secured at his own 
expense, particular information as to the condi- 
tion of the wheat crop to be harvested next sum- 
mer. ‘The gathered information made it clear to 
him that there would be a short enough crop to 
warrant higher prices for the wheat harvested 
last summer. Of course, this wheat is worth no 
more now than it was a month ago, or six months 
ago. But the desire of the speculators to gain 
possession of it was strong enough to cause, under 
the leadership of Patten, a large advance in price. 
The wheat is not in the control of the farmers 
who grew it, of the millers who grind it or the 
people who eat it, but of the gamblers who bet on 
its price and lead a parasitical life at the ex- 
pense of the persons who have an honest use for 
wheat. ' 

The gamblers have become powerful enough, for 
the time being, to levy tribute on the hungry 
mouths of the people. From the shallow purses 
of the poor they can take as well as from the 
deep purses of the rich. It is all one to them.

as we had large reserves of cash on ac- 
count of our very conservative methods 
of financing. In 1894 or 1895 I was able 
to carry out my plans to be relieved 
from any association with the actual 
management of the company’s affairs. 
From that time, as I have said, I have 
had little or no part in its conduct of 
the business. 

Since 1857 I can remember al) the 
great panics, but I believe the panic of 
1977 was the most trying. No one es- 
caped from it, great or small. Impor- 
tant institutions had to be supported 
and carried through the time of dis- 
trust and unreasoning fear. To Mr. 
Morgan's real and effective help I 
should join with other business men 
and give great praise. His commanding 
personality served a most valuable end. 
He acted quickly and resolutely when 
quickness and decision were the things 
most needed to regain confidence, and 
he was efficiently seconded by many 
able and leading financiers of the coun- 
try who co-operated courageously and 
effectively to restore confidence and 
prosperity. The question has been asked 
if I think we shall revive quickly from 
the panic of October, 1907. I hesitate 
to speak on the subject, since I am not 
a prephet nor the son of a prophet; but 
as to the ultimate outcome there is, of 
course, no doubt. This temporary set- 
back will lead to safer institutions and 
more conservative management upon the 
part of every one, and this is a quality 
we need. It will net leng depress our 
wonderful spirit of initiative. The coun- 
try’s resources have not been cut down 
nor injured by financial distrust. A 
gradual recovery will only tend to make 
the future all the more secure, and pa- 
tience is a virtue in business affairs as 
in other things. 

Here again I would venture to utter 
a word of caution to business men. Let 
them study their own affairs frankly, 
and face the truth. If their methods 
are extravagant, let them realize the 
facts and act accordingly. One cannot 
successfully go against natural tenden- 
cies, and it is folly to fall to recognize 
them. It is not easy for so impression- 
able and imaginative a people as we 
Americans are to come down to plain, 
hard facts, yet we are doing it without 
loss of self-esteem or prestige through- 
out the world.

‘Tailor Who Shot His Wife Tells 


Guard That Death Is Preferable 
to Penitentiary. 


Isadore Phillips, the tailor, who shot 
his wife, Ida, after she had him arrest- 


@d for disturbing her peace, tried to 
bang himself in a jail cell Monday even- 
ing after a jury in Judge Shields’ court 
had decided his punishment at five years 
in the penitentiary. 

“I'd rather be dead than go to prison,’’ 
said he, after Guard John Allen had cut 
the noose which he had fastened about 
hig neck. 

Phillips shot his wife in the head in 
fremt of their home, 1424 Old Manches- 
ter road, Feb. 5, and then tried to shoot 
hinsself. 

He was in a state of melancholia 
when he returned to jail Monday even- 
ing after the jury in his case had re- 
tuined a verdict. He would not eat the 
meal whith was set in front of him at 
5:30 p. m. and at 6 p. m., when Guard 
Allun was passing the cell, Phillips was 
engaged in tying the end of a bed sheet 
about his neck, the other end having 
bee tied to the top bars of his cell. 

Alfen lost no time in getting the cell 
door open. He struggled with Phillips 
and finally managed to cut the rope. 

Dr. Hauck examined Phillips and ad- 
vised that he be removed to the City 
Hospital to prevent his making any fur- 
ther attempt to end his life.

PAWNSHOP IS ROBBED 





Second Crime Results in Booty 
Worth $1000 for Discrim- 
inating Burglars. 





While policemen and detectives were 
hunting up and down Collinsville ave- 
nue, East St. Louis, for the negro win- 
dow smasher who took $2000 worth of 
diamond rings from C. G. Dany 
store, robbers carried away a wago 
load of clothing, hats, watches and re- 
volvers valued at $1000 from Paul Kahn’s 
pawnshop, a block and a half east of 
Derleth’s. 

The robbery of Kahn's place became 
known early “uesday, when*the pro- 
prietor, going to the store at 114 Col- 
linsville avenue, found the floor strewn 
with the less valuable of his goods, 
which the discriminating burglars had 
thrown aside in choosing the better 
articles. 

Kahn, who closed his place at 9 p. m., 
Monday, believes that the robbers en- 
tered soon after that hour, while excite- 
ment over the bold attack on Derleth’'s 
jewelry store at 227 Collinsville avenue 
was at its height. 

Window Smashed With Stone. 

Derleth and two of his clerks were 
still in the store when, just at 8 p. m., 
his closing hour, a paving block, 
wrapped in a wet newspaper, crashed 
through the plate glass front window. 
It was hurled with such violence that 
it went through the mirror which sep- 
arated the display window from the 
store, and fell in the middle of the 
room. 

At the same instant a negro’s hand 
was thrust through the jagged opening 
and was withdrawn clutching a tray of 
the costliest rings in Derleth’s stock. 
There were 12 rings on the tray, but 
one had been jolted off by the crash 
of the stone or was dropped off in the 
thief’s haste, so that only 11 were taken. 

The stofe, in the business center, is 
near the police station, and the detec- 
tives usually patrol the street at night 
until the jewelry stores and pawnshops 
have closed. They were not out Mon- 
day night, because the rain apparently 
kept everyone off the street, and there 
seemed to be nothing to do. 


Burglier Escaped Over Fence. 

The Officers were at the place within 
a few minutes, and persons who had 
seen the riegro’s Tlight told Detective 
Tony Stocker that he had climbed a 
fence which shuts in the excavation for 
a new six-story office building. 

Climbing the fence, Stocker saw a 
sheer 25-foot drop on the other side. ‘If 
he jumped it I can,” said Stocker, and 
jet drop. He went into the soft clay 
almost up to his knees, but pulled him- 
self out and made his way across the 
deep hole, but found no trace of the 
negro. 

Derleth had burglar insurance, but 
will be unable to collect anything on his 
loss, as his policy requires him to lock 
up his diamonds at sundown. 

‘Kahn's pawnshop was entered by the 
removal of a panel from a rear door. 
The plunder, the pick of his stock, in- 
cluded 2% suits of clothes, 25 overcoats, 
50 revolvers, 4 hats, 12 gold watches 
and two violins.

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BIG FOUR’S EARNINGS IN YEAR 
SHOW LOSS OF $6,733,703.56 


Passenger Profits Materially Low- 
ered by the Reduction of 


Maximum Rates. 

The nineteenth annual report of the 
Big Four Railroad—the Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago & 8t. Louis—presents 
to the public many interesting figures. 
It was offered for approval at the an- 
nual meeting of the _ stockholders in 
Pittsburg Tuesday. 

The report shows that the gross earn- 
ings of the company decreased in 1908 
from $37,646,589.56 to $30,912,885.96—a loss 
of $6,733,703.56. President James McCrea 
accounts for this in the business de- 
pression of that period, which was most 
seriously felt in the steel and tron 
trades. The passenger earnings were 
materially lowered by the reduction of 
the maximum passenger rates and the 
reduction of rates paid for carrying 
mail by the Government. 

During the year 27,156,648 tons of 
freight and 10,251,055 passengers were 
carried by the company. Each passen- 
ger rode an average of 35.66 miles, so 
that 3,206,847,619 passengers were carried 
one mile. 





The chief item of freight carried by | 


the company was bituminous coal, of 
which 10,823,115 tons were carried. Fol- 
lowing that, the main subjects of com- 
merce in the states of Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and 
Pennsylvania, through which the road 
runs, were grain, coke, stone, sand, bar 
and sheet metal, cement, brick and 
lime, and livestock. 

During the year 3249 tons of new steel 
rails were used by the company, and 
573,873 cross ties were absorbed into the 
track. 

The entire trackage of the company 
was 2,000.27 miles, an increase of 29 miles 
for the year.

John F. Randall, the oldest continuous 
cemmuter betwean Alton and St. Louis, 
baving “commuted” since 1882, for 17 
years on the Burlington and for the 
past 10 years on the Big Four Flyer, was 
buried from his home in Alton Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Fellow-commuters pronounced Mr. 
Randall the most entertaining  story- 


teller on the train» The veteran, who 
was just as jolly at 72°as at 45, always 
had a train-seat audience that wanted 
more stories. Hunting stories were his 
specialty, Mr. Randall being an invet- 
erate hunter. Like Grover Cleveland, 
who died at the same age, duck shooting 
was his favorite pastime. 

Mr. Randall used to tell 
story with relish: 

“One time three of us went to Grassy 
lake for ducks. The other two men 
were crack shots. We lay down behind 
a fence right on the edge of the lake. 
Thirty or forty ducks were swimming 
within 15 feet of us. We agreed that 
the best shot in the party should have 
the first whack, while the ducks were 
swimming; the second best shot was to 
have second chance, as the surviving 
ducks rose from the water; then, if any 
ducks were left alive, the third man 
could shoot.” 

Audience Wonld Grow. 

By this time a dozen men would quit 
their seats and gather around Mr. Ran- 
dall to hear how many ducks got away 
—if any. 

‘Well, 
turns,’’ Mr. Randall would say, 
not a duck was hit.” 

Mr. Randall was a very religious man. 
He served as superintendent of the 
Baptist Sunday-school for years. One 
of his stories, which was “on himself,” 
ran like this: 

“One Saturday I went out to the lake 
and shot 40 ducks. Now, 40 ducks, as 
you know, make quite a visible load. 
You can’t conceal 40 ducks on your per- 
son, and yeu can’t conceal the gun you 
shoet ‘em with, either. I was expected 
to return by train Saturday night, so as 
to be ready bright and early for Sun- 
day school. But I missed the train and 
had te stay over night at a farmhouse. 

“Sunday morning I caught a_ train, 
having arranged for a carriage to meet 
me at the Alton station. Carriages must 
have been in demand, for they sent me 
a saddle horse. There was nothing for 
me to do but swing my 40 ducks across 
my saddle, put my gun under my arm, 
and ride home; and in order to get home 
in time to reach Sunday school I had to 
ride right past the church, where the 
children were gathering for the service.”’ 

It was very embarrassing, he said, but 
seemed to bether him more than it did 
anybody else. 

The Train That Went Back. 

Every now and then in the past 20 
years, when the commuters’ train hap- 
pened to be late or slow or stopped 
between stations for some reason and 
the impatient passengers complained, 
Mr. Randall would tell his auditors this 
one: 

“Along in °89 or thereabout, when we 
traveled up and down on the Burling- 
ton, one evening our train, bound for 
Alton, ran into a southbound train and 
was derailed. The windows were shat- 
tered and we were shaken up a little, 
but nobody was hurt—except the train, 
which had to lie there all night. It was 
near Spanish Lake. Some of us slept 
in the train, hoping it would pull out 
and take us home. Others engaged 
beds at farmhouses. 

“When morning came the train was 
still there, like the Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner. We didn’t get home at all—train 
simply turned around and took us back 
to business in St. Louis.”’ 

Mr. Randall’s story of the cow 
that captured the Big Four bridge, 
near Wast Alton 10 years ago, al- 
ways served to calm down the new 
commuter who complained when the 
train stopped where it shouldn't. 

“We were coming down smoothly one 
day,” he would say, “when all of a 
sudden the train stopped at the bridge 
approach. We looked from the window 
and saw a cow peacefully chewing her 
cud midway on the bridge. Our cow- 
catcher was not made to catch cows 
on a bridge, so the engineer refused to 


budge.
